THE ONTARIO MORATORIUM 


The Ontario government is understood to be 
preparing amendments to the moratorium act 
which will lift the moratorium to at least a slight 
degree. 

The act as it at present stands protects mort- 
gagors from having to pay principal or get a new 
mortgage or renewal, so long as they keep up 
their interest, taxes and insurance. In order to 
force payment of principal, the mortgagee must 
go before the Master or a county judge and show 
that the mortgagor is able to pay. 

If this arrangement is to be altered at the 
present time, it will have to be done with the 
greatest care. If the amendments simply close 
loopholes through which those who could readily 
pay principal are escaping payment, the result 
will be all to the good. But if the changes result 
in foreclosures and forced sales, there will not 
only be individual hardships, but an upsetting of 
the real estate market which is in any event 
having a hard time fighting its way back to 
normalcy.—Toronto Star.

In today’s article I am going to tell you about 
a very simple, and at the same time, successful, 
home help to better health. This is the sponge 
bath. 


Those of you who have studied the general 
regimens which I suggest for building better 
health are aware that in my suggestions on the 
daily regimen I advise that the patient secure a 
sponge or shower bath. The value of such baths 
comes from their power of stimulating the skin 
to eliminate waste material more rapidly. 

The warm or tepid sponge bath is one of the 
most practical forms of bathing as it may be rec- 
ommended for both the weak and the strong, the 
sick and the well. A glowing skin reaction will 
be obtained in all cases where the sponge bath is 
properly taken and this means that the circula- 
tion has been improved. 

The healthy person who lacks the equipment 
for taking a quick shower will find that the 
sponge bath will make a good substitute which 
may be used just before dinner in the evening 
when he is tired after the day's work. 

The sponge bath requires little in the way of 
equipment—all that you need is a large pan (or 
foot tub), two towels, one washcloth, a cake of 
soap and warm water. You do not need to hesi- 
tate because you have no sponge. The name 
“sponge bath” refers to sponging off the skin, not 
to a bath sponge.
